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REPORT OF THE COMPTROLLER AND AUDITOR GENERAL. 


REPORT of the Comptroller and Auditor General upon the Accounts of the 
Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, for the Year ended the 31st December 
1908; prepared and submitted for the information of Parliament, in pursuance of the 
10th section of the Act 41 & 42 Viet. c. 6G. 


Capital Account. 

Capital. 

1. The securities held by the Intermediate Education Board, Ireland, at the close of the 
previous }-ear amounted to 1,222,035/. 10s. 1//., and consisted of 1,123,595/. 10s. 1 d. 2 ?J| percent. 
Guaranteed Irish Land Stock and 98,440/. 2.} per cent. Consolidated Stock. 

A.S no investment or sale of stock took place during the year, the balance on 31st December 
1908 remained the same. 

Income Account. 

Income and Expenditure. 

2. The balance of the Income Account at the beginning of the year was 749/. 9s. Gd. The 
receipts during the year, inclusive of SI. iOs. superannuation allowance written hack from 1907, 
amounted to 85,729/. 14s. Sd., making a total of 86,479/. 4s. '2d. 

The expenditure was 84,777/. 17s. Gd., leaving a balance at the close of the year of 
1,701/. 6s. Sd. 

New Head of Charge. 

3. As stated in paragraph 3 of my report last year a new head of charge was introduced 
under Administration lo record the payments made in respect of a superannuation allowance of 10s. 
a week granted by the Board to the late housekeeper. I pointed out to the Board that covering 
Treasury authority was necessary lor this expenditure, hut on application being made their 
Lordships refused their sanction. The pensioner died on 26th October 1908, having been paid 
30/. in all. 

As the result of further correspondence, the Treasury sanctioned the proposal of the Board to 
substitute a gratuity of 30/. for the pension previously awarded. This sum lias therefore been 
charged in the account as “ Gratuity to Caretaker,” and the amount charged as “ Superannuation 
Allowances” in 1907, viz., 81. 1 Os., has been added to the balance brought into the present account. 


Advances, Capital Account. 

Advances to Managers. 

4. The advances outstanding at the commencement of the year amounted to 17.983/. 3s. 4d. 
During the year the sum of 2,530/. has been advanced and 1,938/. 4s. 2d. repaid, leaving a balance 
of 18,574/. 19s. 2d. outstanding at the close of the year. 


Advances, Current Account. 

5. The balance at the close of last year was 1,054/. 11s. Gd. During the year the receipts 
by repayments amounted to 1,938/. 4s. 2d., and the payments by advances to managers were 
2,530/., leaving a balance at the close of the year of 462/. 15s. 8 d.
